than 20 percent of the claasified material in 
government, commented upoa its vamanageable 
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problem under the present system, Much of - 
{ta clasaified information conceras hardware; - 
1.o., Weapons sysioms, which, they claim 
eug automatically be dectnaalfied aller a 
relatively chore pagsage of tirae or upor the 
occurrence of ay event, (Requireroests for 
the protection of intelligence sources aed 
methods are, of courgs, not aimilar.)

The protection of intellfcence sourced and 
methods willbe enhanced if material pertaining 
io thern is sppropristely marked and eubjected 

te epecial requirementa before being releaged 

te the gublic. (These requiremonte have already 
heen set forth in OCI 1/7 and in mernoranca 
frorm the Director af Contral ateligence to 
rnermbors of tha USIB and other addresses.)
